SECOND PHASE COTC/ROTP TRAINING 


The summer training started off with a two week refresher 
course. This was composed of such important subjects as early 
morning PT, movies, drill and assorted lectures on military law, 
methods of instruction and military writing. 


Our regular course commenced with two weeks at Vehicle 
Company. Here, as in all the companies, the stress was not put 
on technical details but on overall understanding of what was 
being done and what could be expected of men working in workshops. 
There was a leaning towards the practical rather than the theoreti- 
cal in practically every instance. Our training here included a 
night scheme which consisted of pulling a Sherman and a panel 
truck out of a ditch. 


We next went to Armament Company for one and a half weeks. 
This was further broken up into 3% days in Artisan Platoon working 
on the lathes, 1} days in Weapons Platoon learning the different 
types of weapons used in the Canadian Army and 13 days in Instrument 
Platoon learning the use of the many different types of instruments. 


The next 33 weeks were spent at Regimental Company. During 
the first week we had a driver training course. Between these few 
strenuous driving periods, we had theory or rest. Since all college 
students are assumed to be able to drive because they have all 
winter to practise with their Cadillacs, the original two weeks 
course was cut to one week. During the second week we experienced 
the benefits of PT, watched movies again and toured such points of 
interest as Fort Henry, Alcan, 207 Workshop and the RMC museum. 
The last week and a half we spent studying "RCEME in the Field" 
and practising what we learned during a week in the field. So 
when we must set up a RCEME field workshop in wet weather, we 
will have had experience in how to do it. 


Electronic Company occupied our time for the next two 
weeks, This company proved to be the greatest challenge for 
most of us and it was very interesting. 


The main event of the next week was the graduation parade. 
During this week, drill, TWs and parade boots received more 
attention than they had all during the previous summer months. 
Our last week of 2nd phase summer training was on the subject of 
National Survival Training. Some of the valuable topics touched 
upon during this week were tying knots, climbing up a ladder 
correctly and how to rescue casualties from a disaster area with- 
out further aggravating the casualties. 


With the end of National Survival Training came the end 
of the prescribed course for second phase. We have now completed 
the requirements for the rank of 2nd Lieutenant in the Canadian 
Army. Next year we will be posted to workshops across Canada or 
perhaps in Germany. Most of us will not be returning to RCEME 
School, so we take this opportunity of expressing our thanks for 
all the help and friendly guidance we have received here over the 
past two summers. 





SUPPLEMENTAL TRAINING - ELECTRONICS COMPANY 


Those of us who chose to go to Electronics Company for 
supplementary training had a very interesting time. We spent 
most of our time in the ham shack doing third echelon repairs 
on the 33 transmitter. We did have a lot of help on this,

Some carried scars and 
bruises (the rescues sometimes resembled a McGill-Queens game) 
but all of us carried the knowledge that, although it had been 
an enjoyable week, we had worked harder than at any previous 
time during the year.
